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The  latter  were  saved,  when 
washed  ashore  by  the  waves, 
through  the  heroism  of  a  living 
chain  of  men  and  boys  that  ex- 
tended out  Into  the  water  from  the 
beach,  and  pulled  them  to  safety 
Conspicuous  ln  this  chain  of  heroes 
was  a  fourteen  -  yesr  -  old  boy.  Rod- 
erick Wilson.  1837  Crescent  Road, 
who  was  farthest  out  at  the  end  of 
the  line. 

In  the  darkness  It  was  difficult 
to  obtain  a  complete  story  of  the  In- 
dividual acts  of  heroism  that  were 
performed,  for  the  first  boat  upset 
just  as  twilight  was  darkening  into 
night. 

NO  TIME  LOST 

From  accounts  given  by  those 
who  were  early  on  the  scene,  how- 
ever. It  was  stated  that  rescue  at- 
tempts were  made  without  loss  of 
time. 

Rennle,  who,  ln  attempting  to 
save  Mrs.  Bales,  almost  lost  his  own 
life,  was  ln  turn  saved  by  Hugh 
Valiant  and  Jack  Kemp.  They 
managed  to  reach  him  and  put  him 
back  ln  his  own  boat,  which  had 
righted  Itself.  He  was  neartng  ex- 
haustion, and,  seeing  that  others 
were  on  the  scene,  made  his  way  to 
shore  ln  his  boat.  Hardly  had  he 
got  away  when  the  boat  containing 
Valiant  and  Kemp,  ln  approaching 
Hinder  and  Mrs.  Bales,  overturned 
They  clung  to  their  boat,  which 
was  caught  in  an  eddy  and  driven 
by  the  wind  towards  shore.  Kemp 
left  the  boat  and  started  to  swim. 
It  was  then  that  the  human  chain 
was  formed  by  men  and  boys,  and 
stretched  out  ln  the  pounding  surf 
from  High  Rock  Point,  at  the  west 
end  of  Foul  Bay,  and  aided  him 
ashore. 

ALMOST  EXHAUSTED 
Having  brought  Kemp  to  safety, 
the  human  chain  linked  up  again 
and  went  to  the  assistance  of  How- 
ard Winter,  2073  Crescent  Road, 
who  was  heroically  going  out  to  the 
aid  of  Hugh  Valiant.  Through  their 
combined  efforts,  Valiant  was 
brought  ashore.  He  was  in  bad 
shape.  His  cheek  was  cut  through, 
and  his  face  was  bleeding  from 
other  cuts  as  well.  He  was  almost 
exhausted. 

While  the  work  of  rescuing  Val- 
iant and  Kemp  was  under  way, 
Arthur  8tott  put  out  in  his  dingy, 
followed  by  Dr.  Harllng  and  Mr 
Clarke  ln  a  larger  boat,  and  Arthur 
Winter,  330  Arnold  Street,  ln  a  small 
boat.  Arthur  Winter  broke  an  oar 
and  was  forced  to  return  from  his 
gallant  purpose.  Stott  succeeded  ln 
reaching  the  Hinder  boat  and  sav- 
ing Mrs.  Bales,  while  Dr.  Harlings 
boat  overturned. 

The  Harllng  boat  was  washed 
close  into  shore,  with  the  doctor  and 
Mr.  Clarke  clinging  to  It.  As  it 
n eared  the  beach.  Police  Constables 
M.  Wilkinson  and  R  P.  Lannlng; 
and  Arthur  Bevan.  1777  Ross  Street, 
and  J.  Heal.  106  Robertson  Street, 
waded  through  the  breakers  and 
brought  them  ashore. 

EFFORTS  ARE  FRl'ITIF.SS 
Dr.  Harllng  was  alive  on  reaching 
shore.  He  stood  up.  remarking  that 
he  was  all  right,  took  a  step  and 
collapsed.  Police  officers  applied 
artificial  respiration  and  sent  for  a 
pulmotor.  while  Dr.  Oordon  Ken- 
ning was  called.  Every  possible  en- 
deavor to  revive  him  was  continued 
for  an  hour,  when  It  became  appar- 
ent that  life  was  extinct  Mr.  Clarke 
was  taken  to  the  hoapital. 

Arthur  Stott  managed  to  reach 
shore  a  few  moments  later  wltW 
Mra.  Bales,  only  to  find  that  his 
uncle  had  become  stricken  In  his 
efforts  to  effect  her  rescue  Mrs 
Bales  was  removed  to  hospital  In 
the  C  A  C  ambulance 

Dr.  Harllng's  remains  were  re- 
moved to  Hayward's  B.C.  Funeral 
Home,  on  Instructions  from  Coroner 
E.  C.  Hart,  who  will  hold  an  Inquest.

"When  we  got  to  the  beach,"  said 
Mr.  Morgan,  "all  we  could  see  was 
what  looked  like  a  black  knob  out 
ln  the  water  with  two  human  beings 
clinging  desperately  to  it.  We  could 
only  see  them  once  in  a  while,  as 
they  disappeared  behind  the  waves 
eve»-y  now  and  then  and  it  was 
hazy  and  getting  dusk. 

"Jack  Rennle  went  out  in  a  boat 
and  when  he  got  close  to  the  over- 
turned craft,  we  saw  the  woman 
leave  it  and  try  to  climb  Into  his 
boat.  She  pulled  it  over  too  far 
and  Rennle  went  in  head  first  He 
told  us  afterwards  he  thought  he 
would  never  come  to  the  surface 
as  he  had  on  his  father's  gum  boots. 
Finally  we  saw  him  come  up  and  he 
grabbed  his  own  boat  and  the  wind 
and  tide  carried  rum  in  to  us.  When 
we  pulled  him  out  he  collapsed  on 
the  beach 'from  exhaustion. 

CLUNG  TO  KEEL 
Then  Hugh  Valiant  and  Jack 
Kemp  tried  to  affect  a  rescue  but 
as  they  came  round  a  little  rocky 
Island  that  lies  out  in  the  bay. 
their  boat  capsized  and  we  saw  them 
drifting  in  hanging  on  to  the  keel. 

"I  don't  think  Valiant  can  swim; 
at  all  events  he  did  not  leave  the 
boat,  but  Just  drifted  ln  with  It. 
Kemp  left  It  after  a  while  and 
started  to  swim  ln. 

"When  we  saw  wha*he  was  doing, 
a  bunch  of  us  on  shore  formed  a 
human  chain  and  went  along  the 
rocks  and  partly  ln  the  water  to 
help  him  ashore. 

HEROIC  YOUNG  BOY 
"The  first  ln  the  line  and  the  one 
that  actually  pulled  him  to  safety 
was  Roddy  Wilson,  who  Is  only  four- 
teen years  old.  I  had  his  hand,  and 
next  in  line  was  Russell  Lyle.  Then 
there  were  a  couple  of  fellows  that 
I  never  saw  before,  and  Art  Winters. 

"We  got  Kemp  ln  safely,  and 
pretty  soon  the  boat  got  pretty  close 
In  to  shore,  and  we  waded  out  from 
the  beach  and  pulled  in  Valiant 
He  was  ln  pretty  bad  shape,  with  a 
deep  cut  over  his  eye  and  another 
on  his  cheek,  and  was  all  in. 

"There  wasn't  much  risk  In  what 
we  did.  but  I  certainly  want  to  pay 
a  tribute  to  the  pluck  of  young  Wil- 
son. He's  got  plenty  of  courage 
and  he  was  right  there  at  the  head 
of  the  line,  and  it  wasn't  any  Joke 
there,  out  on  the  rocks,  with  the 
waves  coming  in  like  they  were." 
SAW  START  OF  IT 
Mrs.  8.  Carmlehael.  176S  Holly- 
wood Crescent,  last  night  stated 
that  she  had  seen  the  beginning  of 
the  tragedy. 

"I  saw  what  I  took  to  be  a  small 
boat  out  ln  the  bay,"  said  Mrs.  Car- 
mlehael. "and  got  my  glasses  to 
watch  It.  There  roemed  to  be  two 
people  ln  It  and  they  were  obvi- 
ously ln  difficulties.  As  I  watched, 
they  appeared  to  be  throwing  some- 
thing overboard,  and  from  what  I 
have  learned  since,  I  guess  It  must 
have  been  wood  that  they  had  been 
gathering. 

"Just  after  this  the  boat  turned 
broadside  on  to  the  waves  and  thev 
rolled  completely  over  It.  swamping 
it  and  throwing  its  occupants  Into 
the  water. 

"I  could  hear  their  cries  for  help 
quite  distinctly  and  Immediately 
phoned  the  city  police  and  the  Oak 
Bay  police,  as  well  as  sending  Hugh 
Craig  for  assistance.

A  new  theory  is  that  the  source  of  the  mind 
lies  In  both  body  and  brain.  Hitherto  it  has 
been  supposed  to  be  dependent  altogether  on 
the  latter.  This  is  a  theory  advanced  following 
research  work  In  cases  of  mental  disorder.  Ex- 
perience in  mental  hospitals  is  that  disorders 
first  class  Power,  and  such  Powers  are  so  deslg-  in  many  cases  cannot  be  traced  to  the  brain;  in 

fact  pathological  accounts  of  the  majority  of 
"disorders  of  the  brain"  are  conspicuous  by  their 
absence.  There  are  Instances  In  the  United 
States  of  the  removal  of  the  whole  of  the  right 
cerebral  hemisphere  of  patients  with  little  ad- 
verse affect  on  the  patients'  mentality. 

It  was  Descartes  who  put  forward  the  view 
that  "the  seat  of  the  rational  soul,  the  anima 
rationale,  resides  in  the  little  gland,  hidden  In 
the  depths  of  the  brain,  known  as  the  pineal 
gland."  Dr.  A.  H.  Miller  says  that  we  now  know 
that  this  little  gland  is  a  degenerate  eye,  but  we 


nated  because  of  tt»  ftrtHfth  of  their  arma- 
ments in  relation  to  other  countries.  Germany 
wants  to  wipe  out  the  handicaps  under  which 
the  aftermath  of  the  Great  War  placed  her.  She 
wants  the  Saar  returned  to  her  without  the 
plebiscite  on  the  subject  provided  for  in  the 
Treaty  of  Versailles. 

I  France  takes  an  opposite  viewpoint.  So  long 
tk  the  new  Germany,  with  all  its  ambitions,  pur- 
sues the  policies  outlined  by  Chancellor  Hitler, 
■tfcnce  will  not  disarm,  at  least  to  any  appre- 
ciable extent.  France  cannot  be  blamed.  She 
has  suffered  greatly  at  the  hands  of  Germany, 
and  she  is  taking  no  chances  of  suffering  again, 
at  least  In  the  near  future.  With  conditions  as 
they  are  In  Europe,  with  Germany  no  longer  a 
member  of  the  Disarmament  Conference,  the 
cause  of  disarmament  appears  lost  until  some 
new  methods  of  promoting  international  har- 
mony are  devised.  No  countries  seem  capable 
of  suggesting  what  those  new  methods  should 
be.  These  are  the  simple  facts  of  the  situation. 
In  the  aggregate,  all  the  propaganda  of  the  past 
fifteen  years  in  favor  of  disarmament  seems  to 
have  led  to  Increased  defences,  greater  expendi- 
tures and  a  more  unsettled  public  opinion.  It 
would  appear  that  the  propaganda  has  not  been 
devised  on  right  lines. 


I  HI  CATIONAL  POLICY 


At  a  public  meeting  held  in  Victoria  recently 
an  appeal  was  made  for  more  and  better  educa- 
tion for  unemployed  young  men  and  women,  and 
a  resolution  was  passed  favoring  the  establish- 
ment of  classes  and  training  facilities,  prefer- 
ubly  with  Government  assistance.  That  the 
audience  as  well  as  the  speaker  were  In  earnest 
is  Indicated  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
to  take  steps  towards  attaining  the  end  In  view. 

The  situation  of  the  average  youth  Just  leav- 
ing school  certainly  deserves  serious  and  sym- 
pathetic consideration.  He  has  spent  perhaps 
ten  to  a  dozen  years  in  public  elementary  and 
high  schools  pursuing  those  courses  of  study 
which,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, should  help  to  fit  him  for  a  useful  and 
happy  life  In  society.  As  soon,  however,  as  he 
attempts  to  enter  society  as  an  economic  unit  he 
learns  that  there  la  no  place  for  him  at  the 
moment.  It  Is  an  awkward  situation  for  him  and 
for  his  parents.  The  school  authorities  hasten 
to  point  out  that  the  depression  Is  no  fault  of 
theirs.  The  school  system  can  turn  out  excellent 
recruits  for  the  economic  army.  In  normal  times 
everything  goes  well,  but  when  the  economic 
machine  cannot  absorb  these  young  people 
everything  seems  to  have  gone  wrong. 

In  the  opinion  of  some  of  the  speakers,  what 
is  wanted  is.  in  the  first  place,  additional  train- 
ing courses,  and  In  the  second  place,  Govern- 
ment assistance  to  provide  the  necessary  classes 
and  courses.  What  Is  to  be  the  character  of  the 
proposed  training?  One  answer  Is  that  It  is  to 
be  both  practical  and  general,  that  specific  voca- 
tional training  should  be  provided  and,  along 
with  this,  such  cultural  branches  as  art, 
music,  and  literature.  The  idea  seems  to  be  that 
In  order  to  preserve  the  morale  of  young  people 
without  Jobs,  provision  should  be  made  at  public 
expense  for  the  continuation  of  their  studies. 
The  depression  will  be  over  some  day,  young 
people  will  again  be  in  demand  for  business  and 
industry,  and  those  who  have  spent  their  time 
to  good  purpose  at  school  will  find  useful  em- 
ployment. 

The  advocates  of  this  project  may  have  some 
difficulty  In  convincing  the  public  that  young 
men  and  women  Just  out  of  school  are  unable  to 
continue  their  Rtudles  along  lines  of  art,  music, 
literature,  history,  classics,  or  mathematics,  or 
indeed  any  of  the  branches  of  the  academic 
school  programme.  With  the  excellent  library 
resources  of  Victoria  any  group  of  young  persons 
who  during  their  school  life  have  acquired  habits 
of  study  and  developed  a  desire  for  knowledge 
should  be  able  to  organize  themselves  for  further 
systematic,  study  If  they  are  really  In  earnest  and 
wish  to  continue  their  education. 

The  financial  position  of  the  province  does 
not  hold  out  much  prospect  of  any  extensive  ad- 
ditional facilities  along  technical  lines.  When 
the  estimates  are  brought  down  It  will  likely  be 
found  that  rigid  economy  In  all  branches  of 
government  Is  to  be  the  order  of  the  day.  The 
local  Government,  the  municipalities,  and  the 
School  Boards  alike  will  have  to  carry  on  with 
extreme  caution  and  avoid  any  expenditures 
save  those  that  are  absolutely  necessary.  To 
offer  opposition  to  new  and  expensive  adventures 
in  public  education  Is  neither  pleasant,  nor  pop- 
ular, but  In  hard  times  It  Li  but  honest  to  exer- 
cise the  same  economy  In  public  affair*  U  We 
are  compelled  to  observe  In  our  private  concerns.

His  conception  Is  that  the  source 
or  sources  of  the  mind  probably  reside  In  the 
external  covering  of  the  body— "namely,  the  skin, 
In  the  large  and  small  muscles  of  the  body,  which 
clothe  the  bony  framework  (the  skeleton),  In  the 
skeleton  Itself  and  in  the  viscera  contained  In 
the  cavities  of  this  framework."  He  believes  that 
all  these  tissues  probably  contribute  in  their 
various  ways  to  what  is  called  the  mind.  As  to 
what  the  mind  Is.  Judgment  is  rendered  in  two 
chief  ways— (1)  by  actions;  (2)  by  the  sounds 
and  ideas  conveyed  In  coherent  speech,  or  by 
writing  and  the  arts.

DELUDING  SETTLERS

The  Four-Five  No  Trump  Con- 
vention undoubtedly  has  gone  far 
to  solve  the  problems  of  the  con- 
tract player  who  starts  out  seeking 
a  slam;  yet.  splendid  as  is  this  con- 
vention, which  not  only  facilitates 
the  undertaking  of  grand  slam 
contracts  on  hands  that  «hould  be 
bid  to  take  all  the  tricks,  but  pre- 
vents the  undertaking  of  such  con- 
tracts when  an  ace  Is  missing,  there 
arc  hands  of  a  distributional  nature 
in  which  the  convention  cannot  be 
used  because  the  player  does  not 
hold  the  requisite  two  aces  and  a 
king  for  a  conventional  bid  of  four 
no  trump  nor  three  aces  and  a  king 
for  a  bid  of  five  no  trump. 

The  hand  below  Is  one  played  In  a 
recent  team-of-four  match  In  prep- 
aration for  the  Grand  National  of 
the  United  States  Bridge  Associa- 
tion now  In  progress  at  the  Hotel 
Pierre  in  New  York.  It  was  played 
in  the  New  York  State  Regional 
Tournament  between  the  two  teams 
contending  for  first  place,  and. 
strangely  enough,  one  of  the  teamr. 
reached  the  contract,  but  failed  to 
make  It  In  the  play  through  a  lack 
of  appreciation  of  the  distributional

He 
therefore  laid  down  the  ace  of  di- 
amonds and  continued  with  another 
diamond,  which  was  ruffed  with  the 
queen  in  dummy.  North  overruffed 
with  the  king  and  laid  down  the 
ace  of  spades  for  the  setting  trlrk. 

Strangely  enough,  the  same  line 
of  play  was  adopted  by  the  holder 
of  the  East  hand  at  the  other  table. 
However,  as  his  contract  was  but 
Ave  hearts,  he  was  able  to  fulfill  it. 
Actually,  as  the  cards  He.  six-odd 
can  be  made  even  against  the  open- 
ing lead  of  the  spade,  and  with  a 
line  of  play  both  natural  and  cor- 
rect. With  the  club  lead,  all  that 
is  necessary  Is  to  win  the  club  In 
dummy,  lead  the  second  round  of 
clubs,  discard  the  single  spade  and 
then  take  the  heart  finesse.  At  the 
end.  of  course,  a  diamond  trick  will 
have  to  be  surrendered,  as  only  one 
diamond  tn  addition  to  the  ace  can 
be  established  as  a  trick  winner,  but 
this  permits  the  declarer  to  make 
twelve  tricks.  East.  In  both  In- 
stances, should  have  been 
of  the  dangers  attendant  upon  the 
line  of  plav  which  he  followed.

THE  LEAGUE  OF  NATIONS 

Sir,— R.B.D.,  in  his  Note  and  Com- 
ment, on  Saturday  last,  makes  the 
following  statements: 

1.  That  the  Permanent  World 
Court  of  Justice,  so  far  as  he  knows, 
has  done  nothing  In  Its  eleven  years 
of  existence. 

2.  That  the  League  of  Nations  has 
done  next  to  nothing. 

3.  That  this  organization  Is  very 
expensive. 

4.  That  the  League  Is  proposing 
to  build  a  very  expensive  perma- 
nent home  at  Oeneva. 

5.  That  Great  Britain  Is  the  chief 
support  of  the  League. 

These  statements  by  no  mean.-, 
coincide  with  the  facts,  which  are, 
very  shortly,  as  follows: 

1.  The  World  Court,  up  to  the  end 
of  1932.  had  delivered  eighteen 
Judgments  and  twenty-five  advisory 
opinions— a  very  creditable  perform- 
ance for  any  supreme  court  during 
the  first  ten  years  of  Its  existence. 
The  United  States  Supreme  Court 
only  dealt  with  three  cases  during 
its  first  twelve  years  of  existence. 
Furthermore,  the  World  Court  forms 
the  first  permanent  court  of  Inter- 
national arbitration  that  the  world 
has  ever  had.  Any  student  of  his- 
tory knows  how  important  this  Is  to 
world  peace. 

2.  The  League  of  Nations,  besides 
countless  works  of  lesser  Importance 
for  the  good  of  the  world,  has  actu- 
ally and  definitely  stopped  three 
wars.  It  has  been  Instrumental  In 
stopping  at  least  two  more  and  has 
settled  fourteen  disputes  which, 
without  It.  would  most  likely  have 
ended  In  war. 

3  In  1933  the  League  of  Nations 
organization  cost  $6,800,000  Can- 
ada's contribution  wos  $236,000; 
Oreat  Britain's  $707,000.  The  Oreat 
War  cost  Oreat  Britain  alone  about 
$50,000,000,000  (fifty  thousand  mil- 
lions). A  first -class  battleship  costs 
about  $40,000,000 

4.  The  League  is  not  proposing  to 
build  a  permanent  building  at  Oe 
neva.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  It  has 
already  more  than  half  built  that 
building,  the  total  coat  of  which  will

They  have  been  In- 
vaded, and  the  Covenant,  if  lived  up 
to.  gives  security  against  inasion

Arriving  here,  the  passengers  were 
landed  in  small  boats,  where  the  old 
Customs  House,  now  the  Marine 
Building,  stands  at  the  present  time. 
The  Fort  gates  were  opened  for  the 
new  arrivals,  who  were  more  than 
delighted  to  reach  the  end  of  their 
long  sea  trip  and  be  welcomed  by 
those  already  in  Victoria.  "Mrs.  Wil- 
liam Irving  was  the  first  person  to 
greet  my  mother,"  Mrs  Moore  says, 
"on  entering  the  Port,  and  beside 
her  was  a  baby  boy.  at  that  time 
about  eighteen  months  old. 

IJST  LONG  ONE 

The  names  of  the  pioneers  who 
landed  here  eighty-one  years  ago  to- 
day, and  whose  descendants  are 
now  scattered  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  British  Columbia, 
are  considerable,  and  Mrs.  Moore 
believes  they  are  correct.  although 
as  she  says,  "one  or  two  may  have 
been  overlooked  " 

Several  women  were  mothers  of 
young  children  when  they  left  Eng- 
land. Mrs.  Skinner.  Mrs.  McKenzie 
and  Mrs  Williams  being  among  the 
number,  while  there  were  three 
births  on  the  passage  out:  Baby 
Anderson,  who  afterwards  became 
Mrs.  Lyle;  Baby  Cheeseman.  who 
became  Mrs.  William  Williams,  and 
Baby  White,  who  died  before  reach- 
ing Victoria.  Another  death  was 
that  of  a  young  man  who  was  mak- 
ing the  long  voyage  for  his  health. 

Mrs.  Lldgate's  daughter  married 
William  Thompson;  MLss  Vine.  Mr 
Sims,  and  Miss  Fanny  Williams. 
John  Stevens.  Many  of  these  early 
Victorians  reared  large  families. 
Mrs.  Moore  herself  being  one  of  a 
family  of  ten.  five  of  whom  are  still 
living.

Somewhat  unnerved  by  her  try- 
ing experience  in  the  North,  the 
battle  against  sub-zero  weather  and 
the  weird  howling  ol  wolves  as  she 
stayed  in  a  fisherman's  shack  on 
bleak  Whisky  Jack  Island  in  Lake 
Winnipegosis,  Miss  Baker  recounted 
some  or  her  experiences  here  today. 

Forced  to  spend  five  days  of  Iso- 
lation in  the  North  when  her  pilot. 
William  May.  of  the  Aeromarlne 
Company,  was  forced  down  by 
engine  trouble  while  taking  her 
from  The  Pas  to  Winnipeg.  Miss 
Baker  arrived  here  today  with 
Pilot  Jack  Crosby. 

Suffering  from  exposure  and  dry- 
pleurisy  In  her  left  lung,  Miss  Baker 
was  put  to  bed  In  hospital  on  ar- 
rival here.  "It  makes  me  shudder 
to  think  of  food."  she  said.  "Pilot's 
fare  of  beans  and  prunes  does  not  ap- 
peal to  me.  After  ploughing  through 
half  a  hile  of  snow  four  feet  deep, 
we  came  to  a  fisherman's  shack  and 
had  five  days  of  fish— for  dinner, 
breakfast  and  supper." 

May  was  forced  down  by  engine 
trouble  last  Tuesday  while  flying 
Miss  Baker  to  Winnipeg  from  Tho 
Pa*.  In  landing  he  damaged  the 
plane  s  undercarriage. 

PLANK  SAFE  AT 
PIIKT  HAKKISIIN 

Missing   Flyers  and  Two 
Passengers  Found  by 
Pilot  Lymburner 

MONTREAL,  Jan.  15  (CP).— A 
faint  staccato  "tap -tap'"  from  a 
portable  wireless  set  in  a  bin  Jun- 
kers plane  relayed  the  news  here 
todav  that  Pilot  Richard  Blbby  and 
his  three  companions,  missing  since 
December  20.  were  safe  and  sound 
at  Port  Harrison. 

Prom  the  lonely  outpost  on  the 
east  coast  of  Hudson  Bay,  the  mes- 
sage was  picked  up  in  Winnipeg 
and  transmitted  by  telegraph  to 
Canadian  Airways,  Limited,  here, 
over  the  signature  of  Pilot  J.  H 
Lymburner,  who  set  out  from  St 
Hubert  airport  here  on  January  3 
to  locate  Blbby.  The  message  was 
"Blbby  and  all  hands  are  safe  at 
Port  Harrison.  Will  send  more 
messages  later." 

Blbby  and  his  party.  Air  Engineer 
W.  H.  Sunderland  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  R.  C.  Stewart,  had  been  Ions 
overdue  at  Moosonee,  on  James 
Bay.  on  a  return  flight  from 
Puvungnituk.  Ungava. 

HAD  PORTABLE  SET 

News  of  the  successful  culmina- 
tion of  the  search  was  sent  to  Win- 
nipeg by  a  portable  wireless  set 
Lymburner  had  taken  along. 

Port  Harrison,  whence  the  mes- 
sage was  in  all  probability  trans- 
mitted, is  about  600  miles  due  north 
of  Moosonee. 

It  is  unlikely  the  four  flyers  and 
their  passengers  will  lack  for  either 
food  or  accommodation  at  Port 
Harrison.  In  the  event  Blbby  s 
plan/  was  damaged.  Lymburner  had 
with  him  sufficient  spare  parts  to 
effect  necessary  repairs.

"Three -  roint- Landings"  Are  N( 
•ary   to   Deliver   Brrtrir  Gen- 
erator to  Mine 

EDMONTON'.  Jan.  15  <CP>  — 
When  Matt  Berry.  Mackenzie  air 
service  pilot,  took  off  from  Edmon- 
ton airport  today  on  a  flight  to 
Oreat  Bear  Lake,  he  made  a  solemn 
vow  he  would  attempt  nothing  but 
three-point  landings'  during  the 
series  of  hops  he  will  make  to  reach 
the  Northern  mineral  field. 

On  board  the  airplane  is  a  1,100- 
pound  electric  generator  for  the  El- 
dorado Oold  Mine  Company,  neat- 
ly parked  In  a  medlum-slwd  crate 
Sitting  unanehored  oh  the  cabin 
floor  of  the  large  Fokker.  the  gen- 
erator looked  harmless  enough,  but 
In  really  It  Is  Just  a  piece  of  chained 
dynamite,  the  pilot  revealed

The  supplementary  agreement  re- 
quires the  endorsement  of  the  coun- 
tU  as  it  affects  the  lease  of  the  ele- 
vator to  the  Wheat  Pool,  in  which 
the  city  is  financially  interested 
through  the  holding  of  a  mortgage 
on  the  premises  upon  which  the  In 
terest  Is  now  in  default. 

RIGHT  TO  CANCEL 

In  advising  against  the  endorse 
ment  of  the  agreement,  the  solicitor 
points  out:  "It  provides  that,  if  dur- 
ing the  currency  of  the  lease  the 
prevailing  freight  rates  on  grain 
over  the  Canadian  National  Railways 
from  Alberta  to  Victoria  should  be 
altered  so  that  such  rates  shall  be 
in  excess  of  similar  rates  to  Vancou- 
ver, the  Wheat  Pool  shall  have  the 
right  to  cancel  the  lease  by  notice 
given  within  sixty  days  after  the 
rates  have  been  altered." 

The  cancellation  of  the  lease  on 
the  above  mentioned  grounds  would, 
if  the  agreement  were  endorsed,  en- 
title the  Wheat  Pool  to  a  refund  of 
rental  money  paid  to  the  city,  and 
also  give  the  pool  a  month-to-month 
tenancy  until  the  end  of  the  original 
agreement  ending  in  July.

Council   Approves  Resolu- 
tions to  Go  Before  Munici- 
pal Union  Parley 

When  the  Union  of  British  Co- 
lumbia Municipalities  meets  for  its 
annual  convention,  here,  op  Janu- 
ary 29,  delegates  will  consider  five 
resolutions  sponsored  by  the  city  of 
Victoria. 

The  resoluUons.  prepared  by  the 
legislative  committee  of  the  City 
Council,  were  approved  by  the  coun- 
cil in  regular  session  last  night,  and 
will  be  sent  to  the  resolutions  com- 
mittee of  the  union  for  Inclusion 
In  the  agenda  of  that  body. 

INFANTS  ACT 

The  city  seeks  an  amendment  to 
the  Municipal  Act  to  provide  that 
municipalities  be  given  thirty  days' 
notice  of  all  applications  to  court  by 
societies  authorized  to  have  the 
control  and  custody  of  Infant  chil- 
dren, so  that  the  municipality  may 
make  the  necessary  investigations 
before  the  applications  come  before 
a  Judge. 

Another  resolution  provides  for  an 
amendment  to  permit  municipalities 
to  compel  property  owners  to  place 
street  numbers  on  all  houses,  apart- 
ment buildings,  business  and  store 
premises,  such  numbers  to  be  of 
uniform  size  and  of  a  color  In  con- 
trast to  the  background  on  which 
they  are  placed. 

An  amendment  to  the  Libraries 
Act  is  requested  In  another  resolu- 
tion, and  provides.  If  adopted,  the 
appointment  of  a  greater  number  of 
aldermen  to  the  board  of  library 
commissioners. 

CONTROL  TAG  DAYS 
The  question  of  tag  days  Is  cov- 
ered in  a  resolution  to  amend  the 
Municipal  Act  to  give  municipal 
councils  the  right  to  prohibit, 
regulate,  or  licence  the  use  of  the 
streets  for  the  collection  of  money 
for  charitable  or  other  purposes. 

Another  resolution  deals  with 
police  dogs,  and  the  council  seeks 
to  have  the  Municipal  Act  amended 
so  as  to  give  the  municipality  au- 
thority to  charge  a  special  licence 
fee  for  those  animals  within  the 
confines  of  the  city.  This  resolution 
was  recommended  by  the  legislative 
committee. 

The  council  appointed  Aldermen 
T.  W.  C.  Hawkins,  P.  R.  Brown. 
Walter  Luney,  J.  D.  Hunter  and 
J  A.  Worthington  as  the  council's 
delegates  to  the  convention.  Mayor 
David  Leeming  is  a  member  of  the 
executive  of  the  union.

A  very  few  foundation  sauces 
should  be  mastered  first.  Then,  with 
simple  additions  or  changes,  you  can 
make  a  score  of  sauces  from  them. 

Most  of  our  sauces  are  thickened 
with  either  a  starchy  ingredient,  or 
eggs,  or  both.  I  am  going  to  show 
you  how  to  use  both — and  get  a  per- 
fect sauce  every  time. 

THESE  SAVORY  SAUCES 

The  principal  thing  that  we  need 
to  know  about  making  sauce  is  how 
to  have  It  always  absolutely  smooth 
and  free  from  lumps.  When  we  em- 
ploy a  starchy  thickener  (flour, 
cornstarch,  etc  ).  we  must  remember 
that  there  Is  a  tendency  for  all 
starch  grains.

Arriving  in  Vancouver  on  Monday, 
February  22,  five  distinguished  Ital- 
ian^ will  come  to  Victoria  In  the 
course  of  the  same  week  to  speak 

here  under  the  auspices  of  the  Na 
tional  Council  of  Education. 

A  principal  member  ol  the  party 
will  be  Don  Mario  Colomma,  Duca 
dl  Rlgnano.  who  will  speak  on  "The 
Oreat  Adventure  in  Economics," 
which  will  directly  refer  to  the  or- 
ganization of  the  co-operative  state 
in  Italy.  Accompanying  him  will  be 
his  wife,  an  English  woman  (Adeline 
Munro  Drysdale.  before  her  mar- 
riage) whom  he  married  In  1917. 

Other  members  of  the  party  will 
be  Commendatore  Luigl  Villari, 
M  C  .  son  ol  Pasquale  Villari.  noted 
as  an  historian;  Senor  Amy  Val- 
nardy.  of  the  University  of  Florence, 
who  will  speak  on  music  and  litera- 
ture, and  Senor  Eugenlo  Croizat, 
who  will  speak  on  art. 

DON  1VHKIO  COLOMMA 
Don  Mario  Colomma  is  the  son  of 
Prince  Don  Prospero  Colomma.  for- 
mer Italian  ambassador  in  London 
and  a  one-time  governor  of  Rome. 
He  is  the  author  of  a  well-known 
volume  on  the  subject  of  "Italy's 
Oreat  Adventure  in  Economics."  and 
his  exposition  of  the  subject  will  be 
of  great  value  in  Canada  at  this 
time.  He  received  his  education  in 
Italy,  and  later  took  a  degree  in  sci- 
ence and  engineering  at  Cambridge 
University,  England.  He  was  on 
Government  service  In  Libya  in  1914 
when  the  war  broke  out.  and  In  the 
years  that  followed  he  saw  service 
as  a  cavalry  officer  both  with  the 
Italian  and  British  armies,  being  se- 
riously wounded  in  September.

unethical  trading  practices  might  be 
the  ruin  of  industry  in  general 

Among  the  "glaring  abuses" 
the  following: 

1.  The  practice  of  mass  buying  by 
department  stores  and  chain  stores 
and  the  use  of  this  power  in  the 
destruction  of  the  small  retailer 
and  the  crushing  of  the  manufac 
turer  who  will  not  accept  price  dic- 
tation. 

2.  The  extent  to  which  the  meat 
packing  industry  of  Canada  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  low  price  of  beef 
to  the  farmer. 

CRUSHING  COMPETITORS 

3.  The  organization  by  the  flour  - 
mllllng  industry  of  bread-baking 
subsidiaries  of  nation-wide  extent, 
thus  crushing  competitors,  or  of 
forcing  them  into  the  purchase  of 
flour. 

4.  The  practice  *>f  some  clothing 
manufacturers  who  deliberately  sell 
their  products  at  prices  which 
cannot  pay  for  the  goods  with  a 
fair  reni'ineration  to  the  worker, 
and  who  are  driving  out  of  business 
scores  of  manufacturers  who  en- 
deavor to  observe  decent  busineas 
practices  and  respect  minimum 
wage  laws. 

5.  Introduction  of  sweatshop  prac- 
tices ln  the  clothing  industry.

Damage  to  the  machine  was 
brought  about  by  a  narrow  chance.

But  the  swell,  on  Fri- 
day, seemed  to  come  beneath  it,  or 
perhaps  from  it.  since  on  Saturday 
we  noticed  It  rising  and  falling  a 
foot  or  more. 

ON  EDGE  OF  MAS* 
The  wind  and  current,  on  Friday, 
set  up  a  circling  motion  to  the 
broken  shelf  Ice,  and  by  6  o'clock 
Saturday  morning,  although  the 
plane  was  about  a  mile  Inside  the 
edge  of  the  same  hour  Friday,  it 
had  been  borne  to  the  edge  of  the 
milling  mass,  anc 
rescued  it. 

As  the  day  passed,  the  shelf  Ice. 
deeper  and  deeper  inside  the  bay, 
was  fractured,  and  great  pressure 
ridges  formed  such  as  heretofore 
never  have  been  recorded  an  the 
history  of  exploration  ln  the  Ross 
Sea  »ictor.  The  first  shattering  of 
the  shelf  ice  was  phenomenal.  It 
average*  fourteen  to  twenty-five  feet 
thick,  and  an  ordinary  swell  rising 
In  a  moderate  wind  at  a  distance  of 
two  miles— which  was  the  distance 
we  were  from  the  sheltering  barrier

At  3  o'clock  Saturday  morning  the 
wind,  which  had  been  blowing  mod- 
erately from  the  northeast  for  three 
days,  suddenly,  within  five  minutes, 
changed  to  the  southwest,  bringing 
with  It  snow  squalls  and  fog;  but 
by  «  o'clock,  the  fog  lifted.  It  was 
then  that  the  Polar  Star,  glistening 
ln  the  sunshine,  was  seen  near  the 
edge  of  the  moving  Ice. 

All  hands  were  called,  and  the 
ship  cautiously  approached  the  tip 
ot  the  tilting  ice  mass.  The  waves, 
eating  into  the  Ice,  were  already 
undermining  the  skis  of  the  plane, 
and  we  were  Just  in  time  to  save  it. 

As  we  drew  alongside  the  bobbing 
block  of  Ire.  several  men  Jumped 
fro/n  the  ship  to  the  ice.  and  made 


lines  fast  to  anchors  already  pre- 
pared The  ship's  tackle  was  soon 
fastened  to  the  plane's  hoisting 
lines,  and  in  ten  minutes  she  was 
safely  slung  aboard  ship  and  our 
small  gear,  which  lay  about  her, 
was  recovered.

Later,  she  said  that  Dr.  Munro  had 
told  her  that  Shore  was  not  to  be 
admitted  to  the  room  where  Bailey 
is  convalescing.  She  admitted  that 
her  orders  specified  Shore.  Asked  If 
it  was  believed  that  a  visit  from 
Shore  might  cause  Bailey  to  have 
a  relapse,  she  said  the  Toronto 
player  was  in  a  normal  condition 
and  there  was  no  danger  of  a  re- 
lapse 

Bailey  suffered  severe  fractures  of 
his  skull,  and  for  several  weeks  his 
life  was  despaired  of.

Scarce  offerings  were 
easily  absorbed  and  closing  quota- 
tions were  near  the  day  s  top.
